1 . (Currently Amended) A method for assembling timing data for each layer 
in a multi-layer server environment, comprising: 

generating [[an]] a first HTML based request; 

depositing a time of generation of the first HTML based request in one or more 
hidden data fields associated with the first HTML based request; 

forwarding the first HTML based request to one or more servers that each deposit 
an arrival time and a departure time for the first HTML based request in the one or more hidden 
data fields associated with the first HTML based request; 

generating an HTML based response in response to receivin g the first HTML 

based request : 

depositing a time of generation of the HTML based respo nse in one or more 
hidden data fields associated with the HTML based response; 

transferring the arrival times , the time of generation of the HTML based request, 
and the departure times provided by the one or more serv e rs to the one or more hidden data fields 
associated with the HTML based response; 

forwarding the HTML based response to one or more servers that each deposit an 
arrival time and a departure time in the one or more hidden data fields associated with the HTML 
based response; [[J] 

receiving the HTML based response to a browser for d isplaying the HTML based 
response, the browser operable to store a time of arrival and a tim e of display for the HTML 
based response; 

generating a second HTML based request, the second H TML based request 
including the times of generation, arrival times, departur e times, and time of display for the first 
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HTML based request and HTML based response in one or more hidden data fields associated 
with the second HTML based request. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising displaying the one or 
more hidden data fields to a user. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising storing 
the times of generation, arrival times, and th e departure times, and time of display in the hidden 
data fields in the second HTML based response in a database. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 3, further comprising 
performing analysis on the times of generation, arrival times, and th e departure time s, and time 
of display in the database to determine a time of dela y at each server and at the browser for the 
first HTML based request and the HTML based res ponse, the one or more servers including at 
least one of an application server and a database server. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein at least one of the arrival time 
and the departure time is based on a local time associated with the one or more servers. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 5, wherein the local time of at least one of 
the one or more servers is synchronized with at least one other of the one or more servers.

13. (Currently Amended) A system for assembling timing data in a multi-layer 

server environment, comprising: 

a browser for generating [[an]] a first HTML based request including one or more 
hidden data fields and for displaying an HTML based response including one or more hidden 
data fields; 

at least one first server for receiving the first HTML based request, depositing an 
arrival time of the first HTML based request into the one or more hidden data fields, and 
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depositing a departure time of the first HTML based response request into the one or more 
hidden data fields of the first HTML based response request; 

at least one second server fnr receivin g the first HT ML based request and 
generating an t he HTML based response in response thereto , the at least one second server 
o perable to transfer t ran s ferring the arrival time times and departure times of the first HTML 
based request into the one or more hidden data fields of the HTML based response, and 
depositing deposit a time of arrival of the first HTML based request and the departure time of the 
HTML based response into the one or more hidden data fields of the HTML based responseiand 

at least one third server for receiving the HTM L based response, depositing an 
arrival time of the HTML based response into the one or m o re hidden data fields, and depositing 
a departure time of the HTML based response into the one or more hidden data fields of the 
HTML based response, 

wherein the browser is further operable to st o re a time of arrival and a time of 
dis play for the HTML based response, and generate a secon d HTML based request including the 
times of generation, arrival times, departure times, and time o f dis p l ay for the first HTML based 
re quest and HTML based response in one or more hidden dat a fields associated with the second 

HTML based request, and 

wherein one of the at least one second server is operable to perform anal ysis on 
the times of generation, arrival times, de parture tim es, and time of display to determine a time of 
delay at each server and at the browser for the first HTML based request and the H TML based 
response, the at least one second server further inclu din g at least one of an application server and 
a database server . 

14. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 13, further comprising a 
database for storing the times of generation, arrival times, departure times, and time of display of 
the second HTML based request.

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16. (Original) The system of claim 13, further comprising an internal clock 
associated with the at least one first server for keeping local time. 

1 7. (Original) The system of claim 1 3, further comprising an internal clock 
associated with the at least one second server for keeping local time. 

1 8. (Original) The system of claim 1 3, wherein the at least one first server is a 

web server. 

19. (Original) The system of claim 13, wherein the at least one second server 
is an application server.
